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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


By the time you read this we will be 
well into our benchrest season. There 
have already been two possible records 
shot at Staunton, Virginia during the 
April match. Apparently the competition 
will be every bit as keen this year, and 
hopefully the turnouts every bit as large 
as in the past. 

There have been some important ac- 
tions taken by your officers which | 
would like to share with you. First, our 
International Varmint and Sporter 
Championship scheduled for August 21- 
thru 24 at Camillus Sportsmans Club has 
been extended to include August the 
20th. The reason for this action was the 
grave possibility that the match could 
not be completed in four days. As things 
stand at this time the first three days will 
be used for Light Varmint and Sporter. 
Heavy Varmint will be fired on Saturday 
and Sunday. This action will allow a thir- 
ty bench range to accomodate prac- 
tically any realistic turnout and not have 
to limit the number of competitors. It is 
the hope of your officers that this action 
will allow a leisurely match to be run and 
that it also meets with the approval of 
most of our shooters. 

| have what | consider very good news 
to report at this time. For the first time 
since the formation of IBS we will be 
holding a joint championship match with 
NBRSA. By way of explanation | offer the 
following description of some recent 
correspondence between NBRSA presi- 
dent Larry Engelbrecht and myself. 
Some time ago Larry wrote me a letter 
which | considered encouraging and 
mutually beneficial in its tenor. | replied 
with what | hoped would be an equally 
encouraging letter and suggested a joint 
Heavy Bench/Unlimited class champion- 


ship in the near future. My suggestion 
took into consideration the rather poor 
turnouts both organizations had been 
getting in these classes in the past. It 
also considered the less than cordial 
relationship that has existed between us 
in the past. 

A few weeks ago Larry called me and 
accepted the idea of a joint champion- 
ship. At that time he offered to share the 
facilities at Kelbly’s Range in 
Marshallville, Ohio with us providing for 
separate results to be kept for NBRSA 
and IBS. The plan discussed was to have 
the IBS portion of the championships 
held on August 5 and 6. This would 
figure to be the middle two days of a four 
day championship which is the usual 
procedure for NBRSA. They fire a dou- 
ble course of fire compared to ours. 

At this time your officers have 
unanimously accepted the proposal and 
it is now official. The above dates and 
locations are confirmed for the Heavy 
Bench Championships. An attractive en- 
ticement has been offered to IBS mem- 
bers who would like to take advantage of 
the full four days of shooting. Larry 
Engelbrecht has offered to pay, out of 
his personal finances, one-half of the 
NBRSA dues for any IBS member who 
wishes to compete for all four days of the 
NBRSA match. 

It is my sincere desire to see this 
championship supported by all of our 
members who could possibly do so. 
Let’s make this joint effort by both asso- 
ciations a well attended event which we 
can look back on with fond recollection. 
The future of our sport is out there wait- 
ing for you to participate. 

May all your groups be small.

“COMFORTABLE 
WORKING HEIGHT”

| do my bullet casting on a Coleman 
camp stove on a table. | cast standing 
up, using a dipper, and have a fan going 
in the background for ventilation. The 
whole operation takes place in my 
garage, with both the garage door and 
the side door open. 

During several casting sessions | ex- 
perienced an extreme amount of back 
fatigue — a sign of poor physical condi- 
tion, I’m told; it feels like having been 
whalloped across one’s back by a gorilla 
wielding an axe handle. By placing 
blocks under the table legs, and thus 
raising the table 2-3” in height, | brought 
the top of the stove up to about 39” 
above floor level, and man, what a 
difference that little bit of extra height 
makes! Back fatigue is much reduced. 

The moral is simple: make sure you 
have your equipment at a convenient 
working height — and this applies to 
other reloading activities besides cast- 
ing. What is comfortable depends on 
one’s own height and whether one sits 
or stands. This must be determined by 
experiment, but the payoff makes the ex- 
perimenting well worth while.

Metric Records, They Are Here! 


the US of A are about the last in the 
world to get into the metric system. It’s 
here to stay and our grand kids probably 
will not give it a second thought. 

At the IBS Annual meeting metric 
records, in addition to records for yards, 
were established. | suspect that some 
members might wonder how this came 
about. Hopefully the following will give 
some insight as to how it came about, 
how much thought was given to the sub- 
ject and where do we go from here. 

At the 1977 Annual IBS meeting,

President Wally Hart appointed me as 
chairman of the newly formed Interna- 
tional Committee. One of the items he in- 
structed the Committee to explore was 
the feasibility of establishing, in addition 
to the current yardage world records, 
records for matches shot on ranges in 
meters and groups measured in 
millimeters. Over the following year this 
subject was given no small degree of at- 
tention; with ample constructive input 
from IBS competitors at matches and 
meetings, and from other members of 
the International Committee. At the 1978 
Annual meeting | briefed the member- 
ship and Directors on the results of this 
vast amount of input from all concerned. 
At that point, our affiliated contempor- 
aries in Italy were the only ones shooting 
in meters with West Germany and 
France growing to a point where affilia- 
tion was possible. They would also be 
faced with metric ranges. During the 
following year | formulated a rule 
change to add metric records to our rule 
book and, in addition, standard pro- 
cedures for affiliated countries to submit 
possible world record targets and ag- 
gregates to the IBS Record Chairman. 
This was offered to President Bob White 
as an agenda item for the 1979 meeting. 
| must inject that the results of com- 
ments from IBS members within the US 
were both for and against the idea. 
Those for or against fell in no pattern of 
time in the game of bench shooting, age, 
or job background. Most were suscepti- 
ble to the idea. There were also those, 
from past officers of IBS to current ac- 
tive members, who were not enthralled 
with the project. The members and 
Directors at the 1979 meeting were 
briefed in some detail about the pros and 
cons of the subject. The Directors, later 
in the meeting, voted 100% in favor of 
this agenda item. This rule change, 
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along with the procedure for submitting 
new records, in yards as well as meters 
has been sent to each International 
Committee member in each of the IBS 
affiliated countries. 


There has been one correction to that 
information. A phone call from our Presi- 
dent, Bob White, pointed out to me that 
backers were not required to be sent 
with possible new record targets IF all 
targets were initiated by three (3) 
referees and a range officer; indicating 
that these people had checked the back- 
ers and are certifying this as well as all 
the other requirements of the current 
IBS rule book. This is the current pro- 
cedure used by IBS clubs here in the 
United States. 


As a point of departure, an_ initial 
record in meters must be had. The good 
ole common sense and experience of 
Mike Walker came into play at the meet- 
ing before the Director vote. The best in- 
dividual target or aggregates at all IBS 
registered matches in the US or in an 
affiliated country may be submitted for 
any or all of the listed new metric 
records fired during 1980. The best of 
these from each club should be submit- 
ted to the IBS Record Chairman between 
January 1, 1981 and March 1, 1981. The 
Record Committee will establish which 
are the initial metric records by rifle 
class and record. This will be published 


shortly thereafter. The newly established 
metric record at that point will mean a 
Certificate of Record from IBS for those 
records established. For records not ap- 
plied for during 1980, the same pro- 
cedure will apply the following year and 
thereafter until all records for meters 
have been established. 

The average U.S. IBS competitor, at 
this point, probably is thinking, “So 
what?’’. Well, pay attention. If your affili- 
ated competitors think they have this all 
sewed up, they had better think again. 
As this is being written | have indica- 
tions that at least two IBS clubs are set- 
ting up for matches in meters, adding 
target frames and backers at 100 and 200 
meters. When they are ready for 
matches, and that is expected to be dur- 
ing 1980, matches will be forthcoming. 
Watch these pages and pay attention to 
the match schedules. (Ed. Note — The 
Dunham’s Bay Club has already gone to 
meters and Fairfax will host a big metric 
event in June.) Every match at these 
clubs who hold metric IBS approved 
matches can result in one or more new 
records at the end of the year. And com- 
petitors, remember please, your respon- 
sibility concerning your targets and 
backers that might be a record. Review 
the rule book and if you have any ques- 
tions regarding what you are responsi- 
ble for talk to your range officers and 
referees.

A review of the current IBS rule book will indicate that there have been a number of 
metric records established for some years. | suspect that at least some, if not all these, 
date back to 1956. Perhaps our IBS ‘‘historian’’, Al Angerman, can give us a detailed 
rundown on the history of these metric records. | can think of no one more qualified 


and in the know about such things. 


Metric records for benchrest shooting are here. Hopefully we have started this so 
that every competitor, regardless of where he or she is, Australia, Canada, Italy, West 
Germany, France or the US, will have a fair chance to be the first to set one or more

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Reloading Goofs 


By Seeley Masker 


A few days ago | received a call froma 
man who was referred to me by a mutual 
friend. 

It seems he was having difficulty 
opening the bolt on his 7 mm Rem. Mag., 
Model 700 Rem. | suggested he bring the 
rifle over for inspection, along with some 
fired cases and loaded ammo. He arrived 
a short time later and left the rifle with 
me. As he was leaving | asked what load 
he was using. His reply was 65 grains of 
4350 behind a Sierra 175 grain bullet. 

An hour or so later | got around to 
checking the loading manuals and 
found that the top load in four of them 
was 61 grains for that bullet. He was four 
grains over Max! 

My next move was to grab a mike and 
check case expansion. Wow! The read- 
ing was .518 from just ahead of the belt 
to a point over one-half inch forward. In 
other words, this normally tapered case 
was now the same diameter for the first 
half-inch in front of the belt. Checking a 
new Rem. Case the reading was found to 
be .509 just foward of the belt. At a point 
one-half inch ahead of the belt the read- 
ing was .503. 

My next concern was locking lug set 
back, but a check with head space 
gauges indicated a normal condition. | 
then pulled the bullets and weighed the 
charges which ran from 64.2 to 65.5 
grains. 

| asked my customer for his source of 
load data and he informed me that a cou- 
ple of club members were using that 
load. | wouldn’t even try to guess what 
pressures were, but he should be 
thankful for that strong Remington ac- 
tion. 

Some strong advice. A new barrel, 
new cases and a couple of loading 
manuals should keep my friend out of 
trouble 

| often hear load data being ex- 
changed; some good and a lot of it bad 
or dangerous, such as getting powder 
no’s. confused. For example: The load 
I’m using is 50 grs. of 3064! Now did he 
mean 3031 or 4064.. I’ve actually heard 
this. It sounds funny? Well, it’s no joke. 
It came from a party who has been at the 
loading game long enough to know bet- 
ter: Old saying: ‘‘When mouth larger 
than foot, keep mouth closed and foot in 
pocket.”

A bit of advice: We should do our 
loading alone. It’s a job we can do best 
without help. 

| remember a couple of fellows who 
were assembling .270 Winchester cast 
bullet loads together. Somehow one 
case got a double charge of 4198. 
Mauser actions are strong but the 
shooter got plenty of smoke in his face, 
plus a case of jitters.

In case of an interruption during the 
loading session and before resuming, 
one should ask, ‘‘Now where was |?”’. 

| know of one chap who went to a 
Match with around 20 of his cases minus 
powder. 

In answer to raised eyebrows he 
blamed his wife for calling him to sup- 
per. | think he went on a diet after that. 
We can’t do any damage without 
powder, you say? Sometimes the bullet 
is pushed far enough into the barrel to 
allow another round to be chambered. 
Hearing no report the shooter could 
assume he had loaded a fired case and 
load another round behind that bullet. 
Complete destruction of the rifle and 
serious injury is possible if he touches 
that trigger.

| once worked up a load for a friend’s 
.270 Winchester Remington 721 using a 
100 gr. bullet. Pressure was mild and 
groups were under a Min. of angle — a 
good chuck load. 

When | visited him a few nights later, 
he handed me the bolt with a case stuck 
in it so tightly that | had to place the bolt 
in a vise and break it out with a hammer. 
We never did find the primer, but the 
pocket was almost large enough for two 
primers. 

My friend had bought a used loading 
outfit complete with cases. My guess is 
that the original owner had kept the 
cases near an incinerator. In other 
words, they were completely annealed. 

| suggested that my friend save the 
case for the junk dealer and buy 60 new 
ones. 

* * & 

One Cardinal Rule of Reloading: Keep 
the area clean with only the components 
being used on the bench. 

| remember Harry, a dear old friend, 
who had a 100-yd. range and a small 


building where he and several close 
friends used to load and shoot. Another 
building 8’ x 8’ housed a shooting 
bench. When the old fellow died, it was 
like losing a whole family. It was our 
home away from home; but to get on 
with the story. That club house and load- 
ing bench contained the damnedest col- 
lection of junk one could imagine. It’s a 
wonder the whole thing didn’t blow up. 

Harry liked to shoot cast bullet loads 
in his rifles. He also loaded for several 
handguns. We all saved scrap lead for 
him and it laid around the floor in cans 
or boxes and became contaminated with 
all kinds of debris. 

| recall two occasions when he was 
casting that there was an explosion 
shortly after he added lead to the pot. 
Once it was a primer; and another time a 
22 I|.r. cartridge which got in the pot 
along with the lead. The second ins- 


’ tance spattered lead all over the ceiling. 


He also had a few burns on his face. 
Luckily he was wearing glasses and was 
alone in the loading area at the time. 

Another time Harry had loaded 50 
rounds of 38’s. They were in styrofoam 
block from a Remington Ammo box 
which he placed on a table that just hap- 
pened to be right under a tilted shelf. 
The shelf was piled to full capacity with 
everything from targets and jars of nuts 
and bolts to mouse traps (not that Harry 
ever used a mouse trap). He wouldn't let 
any of us kill one. He said ‘‘Let them be 
— they ain’t bothering anybody”’. 

On this particular occasion, someone 
was shooting a .300 Weatherby Mag. 
and everytime he touched off a shot the 
building shook. Now right on the edge of 
this shelf perched a jar of — Junk (nuts, 
bolts, screws). After several shots from 
the .300 the jar toppled from the shelf. It 
dropped (you guessed it) right on the 
primer of one of those 38’s. Well, believe 
me, that caused more than a little excite- 
ment. That cartridge exploded and 
showered four of the fraternity with 38’s, 
glass, nuts and bolts and Lord only 
knows what else. Now you might expect 
a housecleaning after such an incident, 
but this was Harry’s place and no one 
wanted to change that. The fun, stories 
and good times are fond and lasting 
memories.
